A driving snow storm and almont
Impassable roads added to the dif-
ficulty of the firemen. but it was an
accumulation of mow on the canvas
and wooden coveringy (hat saved
many of the sixty-five or more wval-
uiable vessels when gasoline and fire-
brands rained on them.
